Warning for Castro. 

(United Press International 
said the United States message 
warned the Castro government 
o- the Communist menace “with 
its avowed purpose of imposing 
authoritarian rule and denying 
freedom of speech, religion and 
assembly as the democratic 
world has understood it.’’) 

The statement also mentioned 
last Wednesday's anti-Castro 
leaflet-dropping flights over Ha- 
vana. It said Maj. Pedro Diaz 
Lanz, Cuba's former air force 
chief now in self-exile in Miami, 
told the United States Federal 
Bureau of Investigation that he 
piloted an unarmed plane over 
the Cuban capital that day but 
later denied this. The statement 
said an investigation was con- 
tinuing. | 

Two Cubans were killed and 
about 45 injured at the time of 
the leaflet raid. Castro charged 
they were victims of bombs 
from the planes, but eyewit- 
nesses said they were cut down 
either by soldiers shooting wildly 
at the planes or by anti-Castro 
gangs which at the same time 
raged through Havana in auto- 
mobiles throwing bombs and 
grenades. 

The-new mining law followed a 
statement by Castro last month 
that his government would in- 
vestigate concessions held by 
both the Mao Bay Mining Co. 
and the Nicaro plant. 


Tax Structure. 


The law places a 5 per cent 
tax on the value of minerals ex- 
tracted by mining companies 
and a 25 per cent levy on the 
value of minerals or ores ex- 
ported. The taxes will be figured 
on the basis of the highest av- 
erage world market price paid 
in the year, apparently to pre- 
vent companies from selling 
their products to a subsidiary or 
affiliate abroad at a sacrifice 
price. 

The amount of taxes currently 
being paid by the mining com- 
panies could not be learned im- 
mediately. 


The law also requires mining 
and oil concessions to reregister 
within 120 days, and companies 
not developing their concessions 
within 60 days after reregister- 
ing will lose them. Government 
officials complained that some 
concession-holders ‘‘were just 
letting their properties lie idle.” 

More than $75,000,000 has been 
spent on the Moa plant, which 
still has not reached full opera- 
tion. 

The United States Government 
has invested about $85,000,000 in 
the Nicaro plant, built in World 
War II. The government now is 
trying to sell it and has asked 
for bids before Dec. 1. 

Both plants turn out nickel and 
cobalt ore, which are used in| 
United States defense and in- 
dustrial programs.

A tract of 15 acres along Kirk- 
ham avenue would be reserved 
for light industry and commerce. 
This would be an undertaking 
requiring about $1,035,000.

The city pays 
the remaining third. 

Webster Groves soon will 
apply for a capital grant of $690,- 
000 for the North project.

This incident does not alter 
the record, that the Chinese have 
never attempted any adventure 
involving military risk without 
full Soviet approval. This inci- 
dent does not alter the key fact, 
either, that China cannot pos- 
sibly sustain a serious war strain 
without Soviet support. In short, 
the Chinese may wish to go ad- 
venturing in ways the Kremlin 
will not back, just as they may 
perhaps wish to re-establish the 
Emperor Chien Lung’s former 
influence in Mongolia. But 
Khrushchev does not need to 
fear adventures he disapproves, : 
any more than he fears for his 
empty lands.

The People’s Own Plan 


As the campaign for the Greater St. Louis 
City-County District goes into its final days, 
the hundreds of citizens working for approval 
of the plan should reflect on this fact: 

The only scientific sounding of community 
opinion so far made showed a preponderance 
of support for the principles of the District 
plan in both city and county. 

In other words, the potential for adoption 
of the plan exists. It is the task of the cam- 
paign workers to realize that potential in 
votes next Tuesday. 

The District plan now before the voters 
grew out of the work of the Metropolitan St. 
Louis Survey, financed by the Ford Founda- 
tion and the McDonnell Aircraft Corporation 
Charitable Trust, sponsored jointly by Wash- 
ington and St. Louis Universities, directed by 
the political science chairmen of the two fac- 
ulties. An important part of the Survey's 
work was to sample the attitudes of the com- 
munity towards metropolitan reorganization. 
Among the findings, all cited in the Survey's 
1957 report, “Path of Progress,” were these: 


—“The majority of the people in the City 
and the County are very receptive to pro- 
— for governmental reorganization in 

e area.” 


—*“Three of every four of those inter- 
viewed desired change, while only one in 
four preferred the status quo.” 


—“Eighty cent of the county people 
interviewed lieved that city and county 
share one or more major problems; 60 per 
cent in the city expressed a similar position. 


—*“Two of three persons in both city and 
county believe co-operation for joint solu- 
tions of their common problems will be ad- 
vantageous to their local community.” 


—“A large majority of the residents of 
both city and county favor a plan of govern- 
ment that will vest control over area-wide 
functions in a metropolitan agency.” 


It was partly on the basis of these findings 
that the Survey recommended a metropolitan 
District of limited scope, and rejected merger 
of city and county, or re-entry of city into 
county. It was largely because the Board of 
Freeholders accurately reflected the prepon- 
derant sentiment of the metropolitan area 
that it, too, rejected merger and recommended 
a District. 

Those who are carrying the fight to the 
people thus have the satisfaction of knowing 
they fight for the people’s own plan. We 
wish them good heart, and success on election 
day. 


Hysteria in Havana 

Fidel Castro’s government has rejected as 
unfounded the United States protest against 
deliberate attempts to stir up anti-American 
feeling. But Premier Castro’s latest Havana 
circus shows just how well founded the pro- 
test was. The demonstration also shows how 
far his revolution has departed from its orig- 
inal base, and how far it has been detoured 
in purpose. 

The mass demonstration was anything but 
spontaneous. It was calculated to stir up 
hatred for the United States as an excuse to 
return to military courts and firing squads, 
and the whole affair was staged by the Cuban 
Confederation of Labor., The confederation 
even passed out paper badges reading 
“Against Foreign Aggression.” Its chief, 
David Salvador, demanded a workers’ militia 
“to protect us from aggression from the im- 
perialist United States monopolies and war 
criminals they are protecting.” 

Castro has enlisted organized labor as a 
summer soldier for his regime. The labor 
confederation did not originally support him; 
it ignored his calls for a general strike. In 
fact, the Castro revolution began as a revolt 
of the middle and professional class, which 
has since bécome increasingly disenchanted 
with his policies. Yet such early Castro sup- 
porters as.Maj. Hubert Matos, who have dared 
criticize the direction of the revolution, are 
now branded as “traitors.” 

Cubans of every class—and most North 
Americans as well—sympathized with Castro’s 
stated goals of social reform and democracy. 
The disaffection does not stem from that, 
but from the fact that these goals appear al- 
most lost in a spate of self-defeating economic 
policies and adolescent nationalism. At the 
Havana rally, Castro never. mentioned free 
elections; he shouted of aggression and firing 
squads. 

The growing anti-Americanism of the Cas- 
tro movement is a di and unwar- 
ranted aspect of events in Cuba. But the 
saddest aspect of all is Premier Castro’s in- 
creasing reliance on defensive demagoguery 
which distorts his avowed purposes. 


Now to Eight Lanes ?, 

Nobody can feel very happy about the State 
Highway Department’s new plan to take 29 
acres instead of 17 from Forest Park for the 
Express Highway. The question is whether 
there is any practical alternative. The new 
plan would accomplish two things: provide 
for ultimate widening of the highway to eight 
lanes instead of six; and relocate Kingshigh- 
highway to improve the interchange between 
the two. Most of the extra acreage the State 
Highway Department now wants would be 
accounted for by the interchange. This is 
the most questionable part of the plan, and it 
calls for thorough discussion before being 
approved. 

At the moment an Express Highway built 
for a maximum of 40,000 cars a day is carry- 
ing 55,000. The Highway Department thought 
adding two Janes to the present four would 
suffice until the recent exhaustive St. Louis . 
Metropolitan Area Transportation Study was 
published. That showed that the Express

quence of having located a major artery on 
park land in the first place; it must be made 
adequate for today’s traffic loads.

to check on suspected violations. 

Perhaps the West can go farther than it 
has yet done in meeting Soviet notions about 
the proportion of foreigners to nationals on 
inspection teams—but without yielding to the 
ridiculous idea of self-inspection. We cannot 
accept a veto of any inspection move what- 
ever since there, again, the result would be 
to render the whole operation contemptible; 
but perhaps we can yield more ground to the 
Soviets in the number of predetermined in- 
spections that may be made annually. 

If, as has so often been said, politics is the 
art of the possible, the U.K. and U.S. dele- 
gates at Geneva need to practice that art at 
its most constructive. Their success, or failure, 
may have much to do with the possibilities 
of peace on this planet, or even life itself. 


The Colleges Together 

Missouri college enrollments may increase 
173 per cent in 14 years, yet the state lacks 
any program to meet this demand for educa- 
tion, today’s Mirror of Public Opinion points 
out. Fortunately, Gov. Blair is trying to fill 
this vacancy in state policy. -He has created 
a Council on Higher Education, composed of 
the heads of state universities and colleges, 
and given it an ambitious agenda. In effect, 
the Governor asks, cannot the state colleges 
determine what their needs will be, and then 
agree as to devising complementary curricula, 
standards of admission, tuition fees and budg- 
et requests? These are large questions de- 
manding bold answers. We hope the Gover- 
nor’s council will prompt the Legislature to 
adopt a co-ordinated program for higher 
education.

SERVICE STUDIED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (UPI) 
The Post Office Department is 
working on a_ revolutionary} 
facsimile system design to 
transmit mail across the country 
In seconds, it was announced 
yesterday. 

Postmaster General Arthir E. 
Summerfield said the process 
was in the research, develop- 
mental and experimental stage. 
He said the department would 
make public its recommenda- 


tions on the device ‘when tests | 


on facsimile mail transmittal are 


concluded.” 

Summerfield issued a brief 
statement on the system after 
the Washington Post and Times 
Herald reported that the ‘“‘experi- 
mental machine is being secretly 
operated at the Post Office De- 
partment here despite pressures 
to thwart it.” 

The newspaper said the Wash- 


ington machine and a similar 
one in the Los Angeles post office 
send messages in seconds and 
at a cost which eventually 
“would be less than the seven- 
cent air mail rate.” 


The Western Union Telegraph 
Co. announced in New York Mon- 
day that it would offer its first 
intercity facsimile service on 
Dec. 1. The company said it al- 
ready had set up circuits be- 
tween Washington, New York, 
Chicago, Los Angeles and San 
Francisco. 


Summerfield said the govern- 
ment’s facsimile mail service 
was “‘just one of a great number 
of projects under constant re- 
search and review and develop- 
ment.” 


In New York, an International 
Telephone and Telegraph spokes- 
man said the company had 
been awarded a contract by the 
| Post Office last July to test and 
study a high speed facsimile 
transmission system. 


The newspaper said it had 
learned that “many large and 
powerful business firms” had 
objected to the White House and 
members of Congress about the 
Post Office Department's inter- 
est in the project.

A Man Who Doesn’t 
Know How to Quit 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28 (AP). 

“IF I SUCCEEDED, anyone can succeed,” said J. J. 
Freke-Hayes, whom courage made a millionaire. 

“I don’t understand healthy people who don’t make the 
grade. You can do whatever you decide to—if you put your 
mind to it.” 

The life of Freke-Hayes, founder father of the nation’s 
$178,000,000 a year telephone answering industry, bears vivid 
testimony to the truth of his creed. 

Jay, now 59, is a man who simply doesn’t know how to 
quit. 

Thirty-nine years ago, as a young clerk in Akron, 0., Jay 
was paralyzed after injury in a dive into shallow water. 

First the doctors said he would die, then they told him 
he would never walk again. 

“I didn’t beliewe it,”’ he recalled. ‘I don’t know whether 
it was faith or ignorance. But I knew I was going to walk.” 

Stubbornly and alone Jay worked at his reluctant muscles 
until, almost by sheer will power, he could move haltingly 
about under his own power. 

In 1921 he conceived the idea of a direct telephone answer- 
ing service for doctors. Painfully he tottered from door to 
door here until he got 12 doctors to put up $120 each to start 
the service. 

“For a year I ran it myself, sleeping at night by the 
switchboard,” he said. ‘Then I hired a girl to run the service 
during the day, and I set out to get new business.” 


Few salesmen ever had to sell under greater 
handicaps. Paralysis lingered in his left foot and 
made every step perilous. Fifteen to 20 times a day 
Jay would fall to the ground, pick himself up and 
move on to his next call, 

“But sometimes you do your best work when you 
face stumbling blocks,” he said.. “‘I never felt I had 
a handicap. I ignored it.” 


By 1953 Freke-Hayes had 30 telephone answering ex- 
changes, 7000 subscribers, 500 employes and was grossing 
more than $3,000,000 a year. He sold out and moved to 
Babson Park, Fla., intending to retire and take life easy. 

But again he found he simply couldn’t quit. He now 
has 10 more telephone answering exchanges, and is ready 
to launch out in a new field—organic farming. 

But the mere act of walking remains a problem to him. 
He stills falls down about 10 times a week. 

“It keeps me physically exhausted all the time,” he 
admitted, smiling ruefully. “I get so tired I can trip over 
a matchstick. I have big bumps on my knees from falling 
on them so many times through the years.” 


His wealth enables Jay to indulge in many acts 
of quiet philanthropy, and his own long suffering has 
given him a deep feeling of kinship with all who know 
trouble. 

“I refuse to hate anybody,” he said. “I won't 
permit myself to. I firmly believe that if you hate 
you pay the price yourself. 


“I believe in helping others, but I think you must do so 
intelligently. The giver has a greater responsibility than 
the receiver. Most people who give don’t accept that re- 
sponsibility. 

“The greatest happiness in life lies in doing for others 
with no expectation of return. If you look for a return, 
you’re really not doing anything for anyone. You're merely 
trading favors.” 


Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Shopping tor Doctor 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“MY MOTHER, who is in her seventies, appears to be 
in good health. However, recently her right leg became 
swollen. It is at the present time about twice the size of the 
left. 

“Our doctor recommended tablets once a day for 20 days, 
and diagnosed the condition as phlebitis, inflammation of a 
Vein, causes unknown. 

“At this time, the pills are exhausted, the leg is the same, 
and the doctor says there is nothing to be done. No further 
medicine to take, and his recommendation is to leave it alone 
and ‘it may go away.’ Should I accept this as final, or should 
I shop around for another doctor? L.F.” 

I believe it is harmful as well as costly for a patient to 
“shop around for another doctor.”” I don’t mean you shouldn’t 
get another doctor if you don’t like the one yow have. That is 
your right. It is also the sensible thing for you to do. But 
don’t “‘shop around.” Try to get the very idea out of your 
head. 


Shop around all you want for socks and potatoes 
and kitchen curtains, but not for a wife or husband or 
doctor. Reason? Because, once you have found a con- 
scientious physician with whom you get along well, he 
becomes constantly more valuable to you, the longer 
he remains your doctor. Every time something new 
happens, he learns that much more about you. 


It is not to be expected that any one man will have a high 
degree of skill in all the fields which may be required. That 
is why we have specialists. You should and can expect your 
physician to refer you to a specialist in cases of necessity. 
He may suggest it, or you may ask that a consultant be 
invited in for the case. 

I haven’t a doubt in the world but that the diagnosis is 
correct in your mother’s case. That’s precisely the way 
phiebitis acts. Phlebit:s simply means that a vein has become 
congested and inflamed, and the flow of blood is not as free 
and easy as it should be. 


I don’t know what medication was prescribed, but 
would guess that it may have been a combination of 
things, for multiple purposes: To ease the discomfort 
and to suppress infection would be major ones. But 
phiebitis is usually difficult to deal with, and requires 
the patient to stay off the leg and give it plenty of 
rest. Heat usually helps. But phlebitis is often stub- 
born, and slow to heal. 


Better, then, to be careful to do these things, than to go 
hopefully off “‘shopping’’ for somebody who can offer a dif- 
ferent colored pill. It takes time and rest, and no pill is 
going to bring a quick solution to the problem. 

“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“HOW LONG should one wait between the second and 
third polio shots? I was told it shouldn’t be over seven 
months, or I'd have to start over. I also was told it could 
be a year or year and a half. I think the public should be set 
straight. MRS. A.N.” 

Saying you have to “start over” is not quite right. Seven 
months is the ideal interval, but even with wide variations of 
timing, you'll still have three ‘shots. 
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Busy Life of St. Louis boys Manager

DAVID E. LEIGH, who is just 


"43 years old, operates one of 


the St. Louis area’s Jargest busi- 
nesses. He is manager of Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, which had 
a gross income last year of $1,- 
476,000 and handled some 1,500,- 
000 airline passengers. 

When he started as manager 
of the airport in 1947 at 31, gross 
income was “peaunts,” a mere 
$148,574, he said. Only 383,000 
airline passengers used the air- 
port that year. 

“I grew up in this job,” he 
said, “and I wouldn’t trade it 
for anything in the world. I’ve 
realized a dream since I’ve been 
here: We've got an airport that 
is comparable to any you can 
name and much better than 
most.” 

Leigh is a young man in a 
hurry. “I used to run up and 
down the steps,” he admitted, 
“‘but now I walk.”” He does walk, 
but it’s almost a dog trot. He 
gets to the office at 8:30 a.m., 
leaves at 5:45 p.m., goes home 
for dinner and very often comes 
back. ““You can get more done 
when it’s quiet,”’ he said. 

Born in St. Louis, Leigh is a 
graduate of Washington Univer- 
sity. “I should have graduated 
in 1938 but I had to stop for two 
years and go to work,” he said. 
About six feet tall, he favors 
bright bow ties, but his business 
suits are blues and grays. 

The airport manager's office, 
with two picture windows for a 
good view of the field, is in the 
northwest corner of the Adminis- 
tration Building and is almost as 
busy as the main concourse on 
ground level. 

The other morning Leigh had 
three interviews and two tele- 
phone conversations in about 11 
minutes. On a long, yellow, le- 
gal-sized piece of paper under 
his right hand were these nota- 
tions: 

McDonnell Aircraft Corp., 
across the field, is concerned 
about the instrument landing 
runway. 

A helicopter company wants 
to rent space in the building. 

Airport personnel almost dou- 
bled their contributions to the 
United Fund this year — write 
open letter of congratulations. 

Settle complaints about over- 
charges due to limousine driv- 
ers’ strike. 

A man in Upper Darby, Pa., 
suggests plaque in building in 
memory of early pilots, par- 
ticularly the Benoists. 

Check runways with engi- 
neer at 10:45 a.m. 

Meet with airline station 
managers at 2 p.m. 

Attend FBI school at 8 p.m. 
Leigh has a large calendar, 
but it is not big enough for his 
daily appointments and tasks. 
That last notation—some of the

airport employes have been dep- 
utized by the St. Louis County 
Police Department. It is they 
who attend classes conducted by 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. 

That’s about what Leigh faces 
on a normal day. By mid-morn- 
ing, all things that could be 
taken care of had check marks 
through them. Then, after an in- 
spection of work on the runways 
and the remodeling being done 
on the old administration build- 
ing, Leigh turned and said: “I 
wish there was more excitement 
for you this morning. Things are 
a little dull.”’ 

A more interesting day, it de- 
veloped, might include listening 
to the tower talk down a lost 
flyer, or listening and watching 
when a pilot reports the odor 
of smoke in his cockpit. 

When the latter happens, 
things start to hum. Leigh 
rushes out onto the field. The 
pilot in distress is given a run- 
way out of reach of buildings 
and other planes. Fire equip- 
ment roars out and stands by 
the plane until the danger is 
over. 

“It’s avery efficient: oper- 
ation; everyone knows what 
to do and does it,”’ Leigh said. 
“You know, this airport would 
be lost if everyone did not co- 
operate with everyone else. It’s 
really marvelous the way all 
work together.” 

For example, he cited the fire 
department, headed by Chief Ed- 
ward Riek. The department 
needed a mobile water and foam 
tank to back up the fire engines, 
because “you can’t put fire 
plugs in the middle of an air- 
port.” 

An old fuel oil tank truck was 
purchased, second hand, and 
equipped with retreaded tires.

NEW YORK, Oct. 28. 


OUR SURPLUSES are again 
in the news. This time the 
method of buying and selling is 
under attack by Senator Paul H. 
Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, who 
calls it a “‘scandalous waste.” 

Not only is our Government 
burdened with the unsolved prob- 
lem of our vast food surpluses. 
But, as Senator Douglas points 
out, the Army seems to acquire 
large quantities of such things as 
hammers, soldering irons and 
other tools and, when not 
needed, these items are disposed 
of at a fraction of their cost. 
Then another branch of the serv- 
ice buys similar items far above 
the disposal price of those that 
were on hand. 


This is the kind of internal 
surplus that we ought to be 
able to control. But when we 
are as careless as we are 
about looking into what could 
be done with food, which af- 
fects the whole world, I am 
not surprised that we are care- 
less about other things that 
are bought and sold here at 
home. 


I am beginning to think that 
in every department of Govern- 
ment economies could be affect- 
ed by merely looking at expendi- 
tures and acquisitions the way 
you would look at them if they 
were your own and were not 
being made by an impersonal 
thing called Government. 


IT SEEMS very difficult for us 
to realize that the Government 
is ours, and that the money 
spent is ours. If waste and 
graft could be eliminated, think 
what we could do for our schools 
and for our health services here 
at home.

SOME countries suffer little 
damage from earthquakes. Great 
Britain has had them from time 
to time, but only gnme. person 
there—a young man in London 
—is known to have died as a 
result. That fatality took place 
379 years ago. 

Other islands, as those of 
Japan and the Philippines, 
have been centers of danger. 
Little loss of life has taken place 
in Africa or Australia, 


Canada is almost free of 

earthquake danger, likewise 
most parts of the United 
States, northern Europe, north- 
ern Asia and Brazil. 


Chile and Peru, on the other 
hand, have suffered from quakes, 
also Ecuador, Colombia and 
Venezuela. Fifteen hundred per- 
sons died at Valparaiso, Chile, 
in a great quake early in the 
present century, 

Central America and parts 
of western Mexico have been

Earthquakes have caused trou- 
ble and loss of life in a few parts 
of the United States, but much 
less than in countries on the 
western side of the Pacific 
ocean, There wag earthquake 
damage, including loss of life, in 
southwestern Montana the past 
summer. 

Charleston, S.C., had an earth- 
quake with a death toll of 41 
persons. That event happened 
77 years ago, 


The most serious American 
earthquake of the present cen- 
tury took place af San Fran- 
cisco 53 years ago. The death 
tol] of 452 was largely due to 
fires which followed the shak- 
ing of the ground. 


Earthquake damage has been 
small in the United States as 
compared with that of India, for 
example. A single quake at 
Quetta, India, in 1935 took the 
lives of 50 times as many people 
as all the quakes recorded in the 
United States since Jamestown 
was started.
